Tet is celebrated in the same 
fashion as Americans salute 
Christmas, New Years, 
Thanksgiving and the fourth of 
July. It is a jubilee of the coming 
year while at the same time Tet 
is a ceremony giving thanks for 
the past. 

Actually the fun began 
Sunday when the Vietnamese

held a sort of New Year's eve 
dance at SAC. 

Tuesday morning in_ the 
middle of the campus an altar 
was erected to welcome the 
dead spirits. Many examples of 
Vietnamese ‘nostalgic’ art were 
displayed. 

Decorating the campus mall, 
were green, yellow and brown 
flags with red squares in the 
middle of them for good luck. 
Brightly colored dragons blew 
softly in the wind. 

Then, the sound of exploding 
firecrackers erupted on the mall

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to mark the start of the 
festivities. Traditionally, 
fireworks are used to ward off 
evil spirits. 

Visiting students and families 
were welcomed and ‘lucky bags’ 
were exchanged. ‘These bags 
contain an odd number of coins 
and help bring good fortune to 
the recipient in the coming 
year,’ according to Jim 
Shepherd, New Horizons 
counselor. 

After the completion of the 
opening, rain began to fall 
forcing the participants to move 
the celebration activities to the 
Student lounge. 

But the downpour did not 
dampen the merry-making and 
soon the lounge was filled with 
Vietnamese music, laughter and 
the smell of typical Tet foods. 

Traditional Tet games and skill 
contests as well as the Phoung 
Mai Family Singers provided the 
students with fun and amusing 
entertainment. 

As Tet, the biggest and 
undoubtedly most important 
holiday of the year in Vietnam 
drew to a close the participants 
were wished happiness, 
longevity, good health and 
peace. 

Even though poor weather 
attempted to hinder the first Tet 


celebration at SAC the event 
proved to be educational and 
successful. 

This new year is termed by the 
Vietnamese as the Year of the 
Horse which stands as a symbol 
of valor, endurance, fidelity, 
speed and strength. If the 
enthusiasm is any sign thenthis 
should be a good year. 


He said that people should make the effort to attend the various 
special events so they can “‘learn about black creativity.” 

Spann also stated that the purpose and main goal of Black Culture 
Week is ‘‘to show some of our black heritage and to bring into the 
public eye some of the contributions of blacks and the effect they've 
had on American society. 

“We want to do away with any negative image associated with 
black people and try to create amongst the masses the unity that we 
all seek.” 

In the past, turnouts for Black Culture Week events have been 
relatively low. Spann added that the BSU hopes this year students 
will become more interested and take advantage of the activities 
available to them.

Most notably, was the long awaited hiring of a 
new football coach took place Monday (see story 
page 5). 

The Board approved a lease-purchase plan 
concerning a two million dollar computer system. 

A statement as to the projected impact of the 
Jarvis initiative which if passed ‘could make for 
some dreary times ahead” according to one 
member.

programs for next fall that included a human 
performance laboratory which will make a more 
definite distinction between athletic and P.E. on 
the SAC campus. The new facilities pending 
revisions and refinements by faculty groups, along 
with the Board approval, would include programs 
outlined by Athletic Director Dave Valentine, 
which are designed to attack the problem of 
preventive health care. 

The proposed curriculum changes also included 
a program designed to determine assessment of 
prior learning other than college credit. Classes 
are proposed to help students to “survive in 
today’s world.” There will be a new emphasis 
placed on retention of materials covered. Vice 
President of Academic Affairs, Richard J. Sneed 
said that this can be achieved through more 
personalized student-instructor contact. 


OC Supervisors eye SAC for 
training all county paramedics

SAC may soon be teaching and training all 
Orange County paramedic students. It’s a feasible 
possibility if a proposed one-year paramedic pact 
cut is passed by the Orange County Board of 
Supervisors. 

Supervisor Phillip Anthony suggested that SAC 
could-well provide adequate training at a reduced 
cost to county taxpayers. The college paramedic 
program, headed by Irene Newby, currently offers 
course credits for trainees at UCI and at the 
privately operated training school at Santa Ana- 
Tustin Community Hospital. 

Department Chairperson Newby says that she is 
‘mostly involved with the didactic learning portion 
of the program.” Because .the program is now 
county-funded and would cost $239,984 for a full

year pact to run, County Supervisor Ralph 
Diedrich suggested that the cities which send 
their firemen to paramedic school pick up a big 
part of the tab. 

“I'm very anxious to see what will happen,” 
says Newby. “My involvement in the program as it 
is basically involves the learning. I’m not involved 
with the political aspects.” But should SAC be 
asked to take over, it would ‘‘require a complete 
reconstruction of the program as it is now,’ added 
Newby. 

Also an added expense to the taxpayers is that 
each paramedic must complete 20 hours of 
continuing training classes at a base hospital each 
year and 22 hours of classes every second year at 
the main training hospital. There currently are six 
hospitals, including UCI Medical Center. 


More political involvement 


stressed by NWPC group }

At nine last Saturday morning 
a moderately large group of 
politically conscious women 
began to assemble in Santa 
Ana. 

Their purpose, to discuss 
women in government. Their 
goal, to give women more 
political power where it counts, 
as officeholders and .as 
administrators in positions of 
responsibility throughout the 
country. 

To the 50 or so women and 
handful of men in attendance, 
the purpose was the fourth 
annual National Women’s 
Political Caucus (NWPC) of 
Orange County. 


The meeting, which took place 


in Santa Ana College’s Russell 
‘Hall, lasted throughout the day 
and focused mostly on city 
government. 

In an opening remark to the 
assembled group, Retha Ott, 
State chairperson for NWPC 
said, “The important thing to get 
women in power is to get a 
political base.’ She went on to 
say that this could be dene by 
researching at a local level to try 
and find those women who may 
be ready and capable to become 


candidates, and then by. 


endorsing those women. 

Ott’s opening remarks also 
included a short history of the 
NWPC. Founded in 1971 by a 
group of women concerned with 
the slow progress women were 
making politically, the 
organization today boasts of an 
office in almost every state. 

The group was formed with 
the exclusive purpose of helping 
women achieve more political 


power. Lately, however, the 
NWPC time and effort have been 
centered around getting the 
Equal Rights Amendment 
ratified. ‘This has assumed 90 
per cent of our resources,”’ said 
Ott. 

Also deemed to be of 
immense import to the NWPC 
are the issues of abortion, wife 
beating and a need for more 


education to students on the 
role of city government. 

The thoughts and feelings of 
most of the women were 
probably summed up, however 
when Joan Riddle, Neighboor 
Development commissioner of 
Garden Grove, said, ‘Women 
have to do it twice as well to be 
thought of as half as good. 
Fortunately, it’s easy.”

Community college may 
end, if tuition begins 


In recent years California Community Colleges, 
including SAC have suffered a decrease in 
student contact hours in the fight to preserve 
these unique institutions of learning, the 
possibility of tuition for resident students has 
arisen. 


Even though imposing tuition on community 
college students is only in the discussion stages, it 
may be the only practical means of offsetting a 
decrease in financial support. 

However if ‘free’ tuition ceases so will the 
fundamental reason for these colleges. 

Community colleges can offer the widest 
possible opportunities for the broadest range of 
people, partly due to the unrestrictive low-cost. 


With plans for a second campus underway, SAC 
cannot afford to lose even the limited enrollment it 
has now. SAC exists to serve those in the 
community seeking enrichment. With tuition, the 
basic premise of this system would fail. 

The effects of tuition ,on enrollment could 
worsen SAC’s present situation. People might pay 
to come here, but they will take fewer courses. 
With free tuition gone, the community college 
system would cease to be a viable alternative to 
state colleges’ and more importantly exclude the

Besides ice sculpturing, 
Bruun enjoys fashioning foods.

The sculptures class at SAC 
attracts lots of observers.

Ice sculpturing is not very 
expensive and only a few tools 
are used. A pruning saw, six- 
prong shaver, sharp wood chisel 
and a measuring device are all 
the materials needed for the 
class. The ice is bought from a 
plant and delivered to SAC. 

The class will last through 
Wednesday, Feb. 15. On that 
day, for his final, Bruun will have 
students carve sculptures and 
display them.

Black athletes 


honored in Feb.

Iri conjunction with National 
Black Culture Month, the 
Interested Citizens Group of 
Orange County is holding their 
annual exhibit at Bowers 
Museum depicting a particular 
facet of Orange County Black 
Culture. 

This year’s exhibit focuses on 
the Black Athlete of Orange 
County. The exhibit, which is 
open to the public throughout 
the month, features photo- 
graphs, awards and_ athletic 
gear used by black Orange 
County athletes. Films will be 
shown depicting the achieve- 
ments of some of these stars. 

Among those being honored 
are: 

Gary Templeton, baseball's 
rookie sensation of the St. Louis 
Cards. Gary was drafted by St. 
Louis right after graduation from 
Santa Ana High School. His first 
year with St. Louis, 1977, was 
so exceptional he was named 
NL Rookie of the Year. 

Isaac Curtis, also out of SAHS, 
was the NFL rookie of the year. 
Curtis is just about the fastest 
wide receiver in pro football. 
After graduation, he attended 
UC Berkeley and San Diego 
State before signing with the 
Cincinnati Bengals and has 
since become one of the game’s 
premier pass catchers. 

Rick Walker, a teammate of 
Curtis in Cincinnati, played 
football for SAC in ‘73. He went 
on to gain national prominence 
playing for UCLA. Rick was 
named Bruin Lineman of the 
Year in 1975. Walker, who 
prepped at Santa Ana Valley, 


competed in the ‘75 Rose Bowl 
as his Bruins upset Ohio State 
that day. Drafted by many pro 
clubs, Rick signed with 
Cincinnati, and is considered 
one of the best blocking tight- 
ends in the NFL. 

Ed Caruthers, another Don 
alumnus, starred in track _and 
field on the collegiate level 
during the mid-Sixties. He 
became a world class high 
jumper and took the silver medal 
at the ‘68 Olympic Games in 
Mexico City. 

Other athletes who are being 
honored include Brig Owens, 
15-year veteran of the 
Washington Redskins; Myron 
White, former Santa Ana Valley 
halfback sensation, now a Los 
Angeles Dodger; and former 
SAC and Southern California 
Sun footballer Keith Denson. 

Last Sunday, to kick-off the 
opening of the exhibit, there was 
a tribute to Black Community 
Culture through athletics. The 
festivities included poetic 
readings, prayers and music 
provided by the Star Light 
Baptist Church Choir. Many of 
the athletes who were honored 
were present. Among them was 
Walker, who commented on the 
SAC athletic program. Walker 
said that there isn’t any reason 
why SAC ‘‘can’'t have a first rate 
football team with the talent that 
this area has to offer.”” He went 
on to explain how important 
quality coaching is at the junior 
college level, and how such 
coaching could bring SAC 
football back to championship 
caliber.

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Man the oars, boys, because 
Don Rowe is going to be trying to 
bring back SAC football pride. 

On Feb. 15 the newcoach will 
officially take charge of SAC’s 
football program. Rowe, who 
has been with Golden West 
College for the past 12 years as 
the defensive coordinator was 
chosen from a list of 70 
applicants to replace Howard 
Black as the football head 
mentor. His appointment was 
announced last Monday night at 
SAC’s Board of Trustees 
meeting. 

Rowe has expressed a great 
interest in getting the Santa Ana 
“pride’’ back and give the 
community a ‘representative 
team.’ Also adding that, ‘a 
successful program is like a rope 
pull,’” and the recently 
appointed coach plans to 
coordinate the pulling. 

For the players Rowe has two 
major priorities, the first being, 
“The boys will graduate from 
college, not just SAC but a four 
year college.’’ The other being, 
“to get as many scholarships for 
his players as_ possible.”’. At 
Golden West the _ football 


program had 72 per cent of the 
players graduate from a four 
year institute, with 82 per cent 
of those attending on 
scholarships, cited the 
handsome Rowe. 

When questioned about 
winning, Rowe explained that, 


“Winning will take care of itself. 


I'm not predicting a 9-0 or aO-9 
season, we're not here at the 
cost of the boys, we're here for 
the boys. We're going to dance 
every dance, we're not going to 
have any wallflowers.” 

Rowe enthusiastically 
mentioned that the _ football 
program is going to ‘blanket this 
place with recruiting,’ because 
its going to be a _ tough 
conférence. We're going to play 
Fullerton at the Big “A” and 
hopefully turn it into a 
“bloodletter.” 


“SAC is a first-class school 
both academically and campus- 
wise,” stated Rowe. When 
asked how he felt about the 
move from Golden West, he said 
he wants the football program to 
join in as a ‘Class operation” 
through total dedication. 


Rowe continued, ‘Santa Ana 
has two things, a name and a

In today’s ever changing 
world, women in all occupations, 
are gaining more and more 
recognition. No longer are 
females considered the so- 
called ‘‘weaker sex’’, or turned 
away from a job just because of 
their gender. They are 
considered equal, and given the 
right breaks they can

In May, 1977, the breaks 
began to happen for a 21-yr old, 
Long Beach State graduate who 
was hired as SAC’s Public 
Information Assistant (PIA) and 
Sports Information Director 
(SID). For the first time on the 
Community College level it 
happened to be a female, her 
name; Terri Stoner, (known now 
as Terri Langhans). 

Well nine months have 
passed and a few things have 
changed for Terri. She is now 
the ripe age of 22 and a very 
happy newlywed. Married in 
November to sales engineer 
John Langhans, whom she met 
on a Sun Valley ski escapade in 
1975, Terri is a very busy young

Sometimes however, | do have 
some problems communicating 
with some of the coaches just 
because they're the experts in 
their particular sport and I'm still 
in the process of learning all the 
angles and ‘‘the lingo,’ stated 
Langhans. 

“I'm enjoying my job more and 
more just by being so involved in 
it. Football and_ basketball 
season have really been a 
challenge. It wasn't until this 
year that | found out what a PAT 
(point after touchdown) or an 
assist was,’ said Terri. 

Asked of her goals and 
ambitions in life, she replied, ‘'l 
want to establish myself here at 
SAC, and prove that! can do the 
job. | got a good break when | 
was hired. | think I've shown so 
far | can do the job and would 
love to continue to as long as 
possible. This is one of the best 
Community Services Depart- 
ment around the county”. 

“| definitely want to continue 
my free-lance writing in some 
way or another. Thats 
something | enjoy doing a lot, 
when time permits,’ stated the 
congenial Langhans. ‘‘Some- 
time, before | get too old, | would 
like to get my Masters and do 
some teaching--but right now 
my job, and of course my 
husband, are most important.”
